German marks are quoted oa London and Berlin at 1,220. 

The Fincncier comments that, in view of the statements con- 
ceming the conditions of trade in Germany contained in the monthly 
report of the Prussian Trade Ministry, the present boom far exceeds 
that of the winter of 1919-20. "We are not surprised,” says 
the journal, “that the Reparations Commission has decided 
toinvestizate these conditions on the spot.

‘THE WASHINGTON CONFERENCE. 


French Premier’s Free Hand. 


; New York, November 8. 

It ig learned thet M. Briand comes to the Washington Con- 
ference without instructions from his Government, as the Senate and 
Chamber gave him a free hand. While ready at any time to 
examine frash proposals, it is understood that M. Briand has the 
following broad principles in mind —firstly, France sees ayo to eye 
with the United Statesin regard to equal commercial opportunities 
in China; secondly, restriction of naval armaments offers na diffical 
tiba, as the French Navs is already below any standard bkely te he 
adopted by the conference; thirdly, French interests are chiefly 


. concerned with land armaments in view of her position with regard 


ta Germans, while Germah reparations are also felt to be closely 
connected with the question of when and how France can begin to 
meet her American debt. Therefore if Washington desires to raise 
the question of the inter-Allied debts at the Conference, the French 
delegation wll be prepared to discuss them; fourthly, France's 
obligations to the Lezgue of Nations donot preclude her trom joining 
other Powers inside and outside the League of Nations in limiting 
armaments or settling any other questions that the League considers 
to be within its jurisdiction. ~ ‘

Originator of *‘ Bradburys™ on Its Effect.

‘ London, November 8. 

Sir John Bradbury declares that the Wiesbaden agreement 
involves a naw burden upon Germany. in addition tothe burden 
imposed by the Reparation Cammission. Germany's acceptance of 
the agreement was remarkable in view of German assevgations of 
the difficulty of meeting the present obligations. Sir John atfirmed 
that the potential dimensions of the new burden are s0“Qreat that 
they may prejadice Germany's falfilment of the present obligations; 
therefore the British, Belgian, and Italian members of the Repara- 
tion Commission should advocate safeguards in order to ensare the 
Allies receiving their proper shares of the German indemnity. Sir 
John opines that with safeguards the Wiesbaden agreement islikely 
to accelerate the solution of the reparations problem in regard 
to France without prejudicing the other allies. i

Workman's Bad Injury. 
Paople working in the offices

The weighs fell as far as the first 
floor when it became securely 
wedged between the runners.

PHILIPPINE NAVIGATING

Measure Presented Makes for 
More Strictness. - 

“A bill intended to improve sbip- 
ping conditions in the Philippine 
Yslands ty insoring the proper 
management and direction of all 
vessels Jarge or small under com- 
petent heads has been introduced 
by Representative Nolasco, of 
Manila. Tae bill proposes that 
irrespective of the size of vessels 
their personnel must be technical 
men duly examinod by the marine 
examining board. : 

Representative Nolescodeclares 
in his explanatory note that under 
presen: statutes, cases have come 
upinthe customs service,and even 
in the courts, in which it was 
claimed that light vessels, partic- 
ularly sailers or those baving 
aurilisry motor power, are ex- 
empted from the requirement that 
they also should be manned by 
men. who have passed the marine 
examination. He cites the con- 
flict to this effect between the 
shipping companies in Cebu and 
the customs authorities, in which 
the stand” of the former was 
sustained by the court. 

The proposed amendments con- 
sist in the following: 

“ All veasele with a gross ton- 
nage of at least 150 less than 200 
ate to be manned by ao first pilot 
or shipmaster 85 captaia, with ea 
second or third pilot. Botif such 
boats go beyond a limis of 200 
rniles distance from the port of 
departure they are to bave two 
pilots who may be of the third 
class. 

All sail-propelled vessels with 
auxiliary motors with s& gross 
tonnage of at least 100 are ta be 
manned by a first pilot ore sbip- 
master who shall bave charge of 
the vessel es captain and a 
second or third pilot. Whensocb 
vessels go beyond a limit of 200 
miles from the port of departure, 
they are to have two pilots of the 
third class. 

* All sail-propelled vessels with 
auxiliary motors, of at leest 25 
gross tons in capacity, are tohave 
a patron of minor coastwise sbip- 
ping aa captain, but if such ves- 
sels operate for more than 24 
hours aftar leaving port, each is to 
have at least a pilot.” :

‘\Classical pieces avd ballads are 


HOW CHANG TSO-LIN 
HOLDS PEKING. 


Has Over 40,000 Men Stationed 
About the City. 

According to intelligence from 
Peking, General Chang Tso-lin 
holds Peking in the ring of his 
military establishment, and if war 
shculd break oot between him 
and the Chihli party, represented 
by Wo Pei-fo and Tsao Kun. 
Chang Tso-lin would, without 
any effort. control tle city, as 
completely as he controls it to- 
day. He has over forty thousand 
troops stationed north, south, east 
and west of the Capital, while 
the Chihli party bas a scant 
twelve thousand. Oa the other 
hand the Chibli party controls 
the railways that lead to the 
south and to central China. 

THE TROOPS’ EMPL ACEMENT. 

Datails of the troops’ emplace- 
ment bas been obsained from an 
authorjtative source. Inside the 

i acting as guards to the 
AMfanchu dynastv.ase living in 
the Forbidden City, Change Tso- 
lin has placed s reximent of 
the Sixteenth Division, troops 
that were formerly in the pay of 
Genera] Feng, President of China 
before Hsu Sbib-cbhang, and are 
now reorganized and mixed with 
Fergtien troops, and in the pay 
of the Mukdan Lord. . 

Thus he controls the area: witb- 
in the walls, in case of trouble. 
Outside the city, at Nanynan, at 
Tungchow. at Langfang, at Hst 
Yuan, at Kalgan, at Jebol, and at 
Hsizochan, Chang's troops con- 
trol the approaches to the city. 
At Nanyoan, the flying field, 
there are the First Fengtien Re- 
serve Disision, numberirg eight 
thousand men, and the Second © 
Fergtien Mixed Brigade, num- 
bering about four ‘thousand. At 
Tung Chow, to which, according 
to the reports, the troops of . 
Chiang Kwei-ti have been assign- 
ed, and where trouble is expected 
between the two bodies, Chang . 
hes one cavalry regiment of siz: 
hundred men. 

SOUTH-EAST OF TIENTSIN. 

Langfang, on the Peking- 
Tientsin Railwas line has aboot 
four thousind encamped, the 
Sixth Fengtien Mixed Brigade. 
At Hsisochan, to the southeast of 
Tientsin. there is one brigade, 
numbering three thousand. . At 
Jehol, from which Chacg Tso-tio 
ousted Chiang Kwei ti, there are 
the crsck troops of the Mukden 
Lord,the Twenty-Eighth Division, 
numbering about eight thousand. 

At Kalgan, or near it, there are 
the troops lett from the projected 
expedition against Urga, with 
cavalry and artillery, one regi- 
roent of the Sixteenth Division, 
with about sight thousand men,. 
aod with this force is one native 
provincial brigsde, said not to be 
under tbecontrol of Chang direct- 
ly. <All the ‘above mentioned 
troops nuniber in the vicinity of 
forty thausand men, and are in 
the pay of the Ministry of 
Finance. : 

THE CHIHLI FORCES. 

To oppose these troops, if. 
trouble should bresk out between 
Wu Pei-{o and Chang Tso-lin, 
there are only twelve thousand 
Chibli troops, that are station- 
ed at  Mechang, on the 
Tientsin Pukow Railway, eight 
thotisand .of them under Tsao 
Ying, the Twonty-Sixth Division, 
aod at Chochow, on the Peking- 
Hankow railway forty miles from 
Peking, the Thirteenth Brigade, 
numbering four thousand. These 
two bodies, however, plus the 
other troops further south, con- 
trol the approaches to the South - 
and Central Coina.

Six months have seen an ebb 
and flow in the public estimation 
of tke different personalities that 
make up the Harding Administra- 
tion. Some reputations, notably 
those of Mfessts. Mellon, Daugh- 
erty, aod Hays, have waxed since 
March 4. Some have waned. Two 
taembers of Mr. Harding's official 
family have dropped almost 
entirely out of the picture—Vice- 
President Coolidge and George

You bear infinitely less of 
Coolidge as Vice-President than 
you did of Coolidge as Governor, 
That would be taken as a matter 
of course in the old days, when 
the Vice-Presidency was supposed 
to beashelf.

THE LATE_MR, HARA. 
News from Local 
Consulate. 


Concerning the assassination of 
Premier Hara, a message received 
at the local Japanese Consulate 
Genoral gives further information 
to the affect that the youth, whose 
fatal dagger stab enced the life of 
the statesman, ia a pojntaman 
employed at the Otska Station of 
the Japanese Imperial Railways. 
‘The Premier was attacked as he 
was turning the crush barriar to 
board the train at Tokyo Station 
and was fatally wounded in the 
breast. Tho assailant was im- 
mediately arrested by tha railway 
officials with tha assistance of 
the gendarmerie, and taken to 
the Police Station. ‘ 


The opinion is held in local 


‘Japanese circles that the assail- 


ant, whose age is given as 19, 
is only es tool in the employ of 
another party. As to whether 
the assassination was prompted by 
political or other considerations 
there appaars to be considerable 
difference of opinion. 

Tho funeral of the late Premier 
is to take place, according to 
loca! advices, on Friday, the llth. 
instant, at Morioka, the native 
place of the deceased Minister. It 
wilt be attended by the principal 
members of the Seiyuki party, of 
which the deceased was the 
leader. : 

Considerable interest is being 
manifested in the discussion as 
to who shall succeed the lata Mr. 
Hara as leader of the Seisuki. It 
i? held locally that Marquis 
Saijoni, who was at ona time the 
leader of the organisation, may 
consent to be nominated.
